Although I have been in the NRC more than a year, this is 
my first Musing, so I shall introduce myself- I ama former Bostonian ani BPC 
member who married a Frenchman this Winver and moved to Paris. Between moving & a 
new job, DX has been disgracefully rare this year- I had literally no RX until 
late February when my Realistic TRF arrived in a shipment of personal effects. [ 
am also teaching math and computer programming toa class of 18-year<olds, which 
ie a real change from my old job as a programmer- Teachers have lots of homework = 
planning lessons and grading papers- A word to the students in the NRC: If you 
think your teacher mrks funny, mybe you do your work funny.

I 
shall try to give my first impressions. Countries are smiller here, so most DX 
is foreign.

When the typical 
staticn is 150 to 200kw, all of Europe is local. The 600kw Algerians are often 
un-nullabie, so that you can't hear the 150kw Germns. Smller stations exist, 
particularly im Spain and the new British locals. TI hope to be able to dig a lot 
of them out from among the giants in the future, sc that next time I will have more

Legal Radio Free Britain 


By Patrick Massey 
Reuter 
LONDON—At the = mo- 
ment it’s just a wire strung 
between two power station 
chimneys and irreverently 
dubbed “Radio Clothes 

Line.” 

Signals sputtering alang it 
pass unnoticed by the public 
except for an occasional 
small boy, whose radio-con- 
trolled boat mutinies on a 
nearby pond. 

Bs next autumn, — this 
equipment should be trans- 
mitting the first officially 
sanctioned commercial radio 
programs ever heard in Brit- 
ain. 

The enthusiasts behind it 
compare the occasion wilh 
the advent of broadcasting 
50 vears ago. Since then. ra- 
din inside ths country has 
heen exclusively operated 
by the publicly owned Brit. 
ish Broadcasting Corpora- 
tion (BBC). 

To start with there will he 
twa commercial — stations. 


hoth in London. One of 
them. the London Braad- 
casting Company (LBC), 
Says In ifs prospectys; 

“We believe that nothing 
like the full potential af ra- 
din has vet been reached in 


Britain. We consider the fu-— 
ture of the medium to be as 
bright and as unbounded as 
jit looked to the pioneers of 
1922.” 

LBC plans to put out a 24- 
hour, seven-day-a-week serv- 
ice of news and commen- 
tary. 

The other station will be 
Capital Radio. This expects 
to provide a peak-hour diet 
af sweet music interspersed 
with telephone communing 
between broadcasters and 
housewives. 

The commercial compa- 
nies are drawing heavily on 
radio experience in the 
United States and Canada. 
Roth the new stations ex- 
pect to place heavy emnha- 
sis on participation by the 
public. 

As LBC said: “Good eom- 
munity radio is no longer a 
one-way communication. 
The practitioners who have 
hrowcht about the remarka- 
hle revival of interest in the 
medium in North America 
have demonstrated forcibly 
that stations only flourish 
when they listen to the pud- 
lie as often as they talk to 
ii” 

The controllers of the 


BBC are paying keen atten- 
tion to the birth of this new 
rival. Already one of its ra- 
dio channels has been heav- 
ilv reorganized to provide 
fare roughly corresponding 
to the class of material LBC 
might be expected to trans- 
mit. 

For nearly 20 years the 
BBC also had a monopoly of 
television. Rut this was 
changed in 1955 with the es- 
tablishment of commercial 
statinns which eaptured a 
heavy share of the viewing 
market. + 

The government-appoint- 
ed body that supervises 
commercial television (the 
Independent Broadcasting 
Authority (IBA)) has been 
assigned ta look after the 
commercial radio compa- 
nies as well. 

The IBA is responsible for 
providing transmission facil. 
ities, hut so far it has had 
{rouble setting municipal
